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Whereas there was a Bill brought into this Ho- 
nourable Houſe about Two Years ago to make the 
Rivet of Dee Navigable, upon the Petition of the City of - 
Chefter, and purſuant to an Agreement. made with Francis 
Gell, Merchant, which could not then paſs for want of 
time ; Which ſaid Agreement has ſince been Enlarged, 
and more fully Concluded on, an Abſtract whereof 
follows, Viz. |

1. Hat Commiſſioners be natned of the beſt Quality in the Counties of 
Chefer and Flizt, and City of Cheſter, to ſet out the Bounds of the 
ds and Soil not bearing Graſs, next adjoining to the faid River 
from the Key near Neſſo, and from Flint Caſtle to the New Tower 

of the City of Cheſter. 

2. That Mr. Gel be Impowered to make the ſaid River Navigable for Ships of 
200 Tuns at all Tides, by Channels and Trenches as ſhall be thought convenient. 

3. That Mr. Gell and his Heirs may Encloſe and Improve th ds and Soil, 
and alſo receive for every Barrel of Coal that is brought and uſed in Chefter, Three 
half pence ; and for every Barrel of Lime, brought, burnt, or made there, Two 
PENCE. - 

\ That theNands and Soil, and Duties on Coal and Lime, be veſted in Mr. Gel

| F. That the Dutles may not be miſapplied, the Mayor and Citizens ſhall have 
Power until the River be made Navigable, to call all Receiversor Agents to Account, 
and to Peruſe their Books, and to Examine them upon Oath, and if Mr. Gel, his 
Heirs, &c. or their Agents and Collefors, ſhall not have disburſed from the be- 
pinning for every 100 /. received by the ſaid Duties, the further Sum of 300 /. a- 
ve the ſaid xe0 /. or if the River ſhall not be made Navigable in Ten years from 
C2 99: That then the Eſtate and Intereſt of Mr. Gel! to the faid Duties, 
and S and Soil, ſhall ceaſe to him, his Heirs and Afligns, and be veſted in the 
Mayor and Citizens, and they to agree with any other fit Pgjſon to carry on the 
Navigation, and they to be Entituled to the Duries, and.[2nds, and-Soil. No 
Collefor to be employed to receive the Duties, but firſt to give Security to be Ap« 

. proved by the Mayor and Citizens. 

'6. That the Commiſſioners ſhall have Power to fet out convenient Roads and 
Highways over any Lands to be Encloſed ; and if Occaſion ſhall require, co ap- 
point a Place for a Free Ferry for the Publick Service. 

7. Ie was further Agreed in order to obtain an A& of Parliament, That Mr.Gel! 
in a Month after the A& ſhall be paſſed, do Advance and Depoſice 2000 1. into the 
Hands. of Two ſufficient Citizens, in Truſt to be_laid out with the Duties in the 
ſaid Undertaking, and ſo forwards to advance the like Sums, until the Undertakin 
be perfected, and if any thing remain in Bank, co return it to Mr. Ge/l and his 

elrs. 

8. And it was Agreed, that a Petition from the Mayor and Citizens to the Ho- 
nourable Houſe of Commons be prepared, and the Common Seal affixed to it, and 
- 2 Bill co be brought tobe paſt into an AR to make the River Navigable, purſuant 
to the Propoſals and Agreements, NEFA .
